DID TILDEN PERJURE HIMSELF t 


[Chicago Tribune.] 


The New York Tima is following 


up vigorously its exposure of Gov. 
Tilden's having made a sworn returt in 
862 of an income of only $7,118, and 
laving since sworn (in his answer to 
he St. Louis, Alton & Torre Ilnnto 
lailroad suit) that he received $20,- 
000 from that Company alone in the 
ame year, 1862. 
It is certainly the 


most damaging (hewing that has been 
made against Tilden; for, unless satis 
actorily explained, it leaves him, in the 
attitude of having sworn falsely in one 
or the other instance, and having awin 
died the very Government to whoso 
Chief Magistracy ho now aspirea. 
But 


as this incon.e tax was essentially a 
war tax, perhaps Gov Tilden,'as a 
eympatizer with the Ilebellion and a 
jeliever in tho soverejgn right of_a 
3tate to secede, felt himself justified in 
making a false return, even under oath, 
u order to evade bis share of the cost 
of the -'unholy war." 
At ail events, 


na cannot see how ue can main- 
tain his silence under such a charge as 
this. If he does, it cannot be accepted 
as anything but a confession that be is 
unable to explain it away. In that 
ease, we think it will be hard for hon- 
est men, no matter how strong their 
partisan feelings may be, to vote for a 
nan for President who confesses by 
mplication that he made a false return 
of his income for the purpose of swin- 
dling the Government and saving him- 
self a few hundred dollars. Gov. Til- 
den will escape a prosecution for false 
swearing in any case, as he is protected 
3j the statute of limitations; but there 
is no reason why the District Attorney 
for New York City should not begin 
proceedings against him for the recov- 
ery of the tax out of which he defraud- 
ed the Government. Indeed, United 
States Attorney Bliss, Who is now tak- 
ing his vacation, is reported aa saying 
that the only objection he oin see to 
commencing such proceedings is that 
they might be regarded as a species ol 
political persecution.

It 
would be the greatest scandal of the 
age, it ii true, if he were elected Presi- 
dent, that suit should be brought against 
the Chief Magistrate of the nation for 
swindling the nation through false 
swearing. But we are confident that, 
unless Tilde a can clear away the charge 
seemingly fixed upon him by his own 
swornjadmissions, there will be DO dan- 
ger of his being elected President.

ments, we do not see how the Demo-

dollars ($30,000) of bonds of the city of
